Washington, D. C., June 11.—[Spe- 
clal.jJ—The senate committee on for- 
eign relations established today that 
the only “Wall street copy” of the 
peace treaty so far identified was fur- 
nished by one of President Wilson’s 
chief advisers in the American peace 
delegation in Paris. 

The copy of the treaty Senator 
Lodge was permitted to examine was in 
the possession of former Senator Elihu 
Root of New York, Mr. Root told the 
committee the document was given to 
him by Henry P. Davison of Morgan 
& Co. Davison testified that he ob- 
tained it from Thomas W. Lamont, 
another ‘Morgan partner, who is the 
representative of the treasury depart- 
ment fn Paris and financial adviser to 
the American peace commission. 

Evidence Disappoints Democrats. 

Although this surprising revelation 
of the source of the document, which 
Senator Hitchcock called “stolen 
goods,” noticeably dampened the ar- 
dor of the Democratic authors of the 
investigation, the committee expects 
to interview Mr. Lamont on the mat- 
ter as soon as he returns to this coun- 


try.

“We had a conference with the pres- 
ident today, in which he stated that 
the American commissioners could not 
take up the case of, Ireland officially 
with the peace conference, but that 
he himself and others had done, and 
would continue to do, unofficially what 
they could do in the interest of Ire- 
land; that the American commission 
had not yet taken up the senate reso- 
lution requesting them to use their 
efforts to secure a hearing for De 
Valera, Griffith, and Plunkett. 

“Of course, we will take no fur- 
ther steps until the American com- 
mission passes on the senate resolu- 
tion. If a hearing is granted De Va- 
lera and his associates, and interna- 
tional recognition is secured for the 
Irish republic, then our work is at an 
end. If the request of the senate is 
denied we will proceed with our ef- 
forts to present the case of Ireland 
to the whole peace conference.”

Evans Tops Amateurs 
with 313; Jock Hutchin- 
son Finishes Third.

Brae Burn Country Club, West New- 
ton, Mass., June 11.—[Special.]— 
Charles Evans Jr. of the Edgewater 
Golf club, Chicago district, has lost his 
title of national open champion, but for 
the time being his crown has - head 
to rest upon. 

Either Walter C. Hagen of ras Oak- 
land Hills Golf club, Detroit, or M. J. 
Brady of the Oakley Country club, 
Waverly, Mass., will be the wearer 
eventually, but not until they have 
played off the tie which cropped in 
the regular seventy-two holes of play. 
When all scores had been returned and 
totals figured up this afternoon sagen 
and Brady had 301 each. . 


Chick Evans Tops Amateurs. 


Though Chick Evans retires as na- 
tional open champion, and the ama- 
teurs once more have to bow to the 
professionals in the supreme test of 
seventy-two holes of championship 
medal play, the Chicago amateur star 


- @t least had the satisfaction of leading 


the amateurs, including Francis Oui- 
met. Evans also finished “in the 
money,” for he tied with George Bow- 
den of Boston for tenth place with a 
total of 313. 

It might truthfully be said that no 
tnan in the tournament played finer 
golf from tee to green straight through 
the championship than Evans, but the 
less said about his putting the better. 
He was just as bad on this branch of 
the game the last two rounds as he had 
been the two previous, which is saying 
lot. 

Peeved by Poor Putting. 


There was no more disgusted man 
in the field after the tournament 
ended than the Edgewater representa- 
tive. He probably would have died of 
heart failure had he managed to go 
down in one or two putts on four suc- 
cessive greens. 

‘ Hagen tied with Brady for the cham- 
pionship by wonderful courage, com- 
bined with unquestionable ability on 
his own part, while Brady suffered a 
decided slump. The Bostonian had fin- 
ished his round almost before Hagen 
had gone three holes in the afternoon, 
60 the Oakland Hills professional, 
champion in 1914, knew early in the 
game exactly what he had to do to tie 
or win. Hagen started the final round 
five strokes in arrears. When Brady 
returned an afternoon card of 80 Hagen 
knew that he would have to make a 75 
to tie. 

Hagen Meets Misfortune. 


Hagen had a damaging five at the 
short gixth hole to add to his mental 
and actual handicap, due to his effort 
to lay the ball dead from the tee, 
taking a chance of landing it in the 
brook guarding the island green. His 
ball landed on the green, but, owing 
to the back spin and the slope, it 
jumped the wrong way am into the 
water. He had to take three putts for 
e five. 

Reaching the turn in 38, Hagen had 
regained only one stroke of the five he 
was behind. From that point came one 
of the greatest exhibitions of bulldog 
courage and grand golf that a gallery 
ever saw. And there was a gallery. 
‘Thousands had joined the Hagen- 
Hutchinson procession, for the Detroit 
man had the company of -the brilliant 
playing Glen View professional, who 
mot only acted as a fine pacemaker hut 
jient encouragement at all stages to his 


Jock Ties for Third. 
Hutchinson, incidentally, was one of 
the star performers of the final day 
with a pair of 76s, which landed him 


. into a tie with Tom McNamara for 


third place at 306. 

When Hagen started the last nine 
holes four strokes behind, he knew he 
hardly could afford to make one mis- 
take. He did make one, and only one. 
At the twelfth he put a ball out of 
bounds, which cost him a five for the 
hole. From that point his ball might 
almost as well have been carried rather 
tha nhit, so truly.did it respond to his 
every touch. 

By the scantiest of margins Walter 
failed to get a four at the 550 yard 


. fourteenth, and when it came to one of 


the most crucial points, the much 
guarded 255 yard seventeenth, he 
punched out a drive that landed on the 
green as straight as the crow flies for 
@ three, leaving him needing a four to 
\tie Brady. 
Hagen’s drive to the eighteenth was 
® prodigious one. As he explained to 
the writer, he particularly wanted to 
get his ball out about 250 yards from 
the tee so he could play a mashie iron 
for his second, this being his favorite 


club. 
Tough Break Stops Him. 

Everything came off as he planned. 
His mashie iron. was a wonder, under 
the circumstances, landing him not 
more than seven or eight feet from 
the cup with so much back spin the 
ball actually hopped back. 

He waited, studied the putt care- 
fully, and the ball rolled on a direct 
ine for the cup and hitit in the mid- 
le. The force, however, was the least 
mite strong, and the bal! hopped over 

ine inches. It was by this minutest 

of fractions that Brady was left with 
one more chance of landing the title 
for which he tied in 1911 at the Chi- 
cago Golf club, only to lose in the play- 
off with McDermott and George Simp- 
s0n, and the title which Hagen won in 
31914 at Midlothian. 


Hutchinson Out of Luck. 

Jock Hutchinson, too, made a grand 
finish. A little hard luck entered into 
his 76 of the morning. He headed for 
‘the home hole needing a 4 for a 74, but 
pushed his second shot into the rough 
at the right, not far from the green. 
He had started his backward swing for 
the short approach when three women 
walked across the course some yards 
in. back of him, but near enough to 


watch his eye.

Mr. Konenkamp predicted a few 
days ago as soon as the strike was 
alled there would be a walkout of 
hetween 60,000 and 70,000. He said 
last night, however, that 40,000 would 
gave work tomorrow, and the wires 
would be paralyzed before the end of 
the week.

The final report upon the distribu- 
tion of $562,370 to sufferers from the 


Eastland disaster was made public by | 


the Chicago chapter of the Red Cross | 


yesterday. Of this sum $380,979 was' 
subscribed by the general public and 
$181,390 was supplied from Western 
Electric company sources. 

The chapter states, that although 


three public reports have been made|_ 


upon the administration of the East- 
land disaster funds that were com- 
mitted to its care by the mayor’s com- 
mittee, it deems it a duty to print 
this final report both for the informa- 
tion of the public and as a matter of 
record of the final data. 

The Chicago chapter was designated 
by the mayor’s. committee, which 


to supervise its disbursement. John 
J. O’Connor of Chicago was the direc- 
tor of the Red Cross relief work. 
None Dependent on Charity. 
It is stated as the opinion of ‘the 
Red Cross that its objective was real- 
ized, in that so far as it was possible 
to prevent it, no Eastland sufferers 
have become dependent upon charity | 
as a result of the disaster. While it 
is known, the report says, that some 
of the families have had other acci- 
dents, illnesses and deaths and a few 
may have become dependent, still, so 
far as the Red Cross is informed, these 


disaster. 

The report tells the story of the dis- 
aster, the relief work at the scene, and 
during the weeks that followed the 
capsizing of the steamer, described 
the method of distribution of the pub- 
lic relief fund and of the Western 
Electric relief fund and gives a synop- 
sis of the situation in every family 
with a statement in each case of the 
gift awarded by the Red Cross, the 
gift from the Western Electric com-]} 
pany, the amount of insurance re- 
ceived, the property owned, and other 
facts. Names of families are not print- 
ed in. the report. 

Special comment is made in the
